OLD TIMES IN FRANKFORT. 



No. II. 



The reproduction nf faots con- 
cerning the persunages and events 
constituting the story of old times 
in Frankfort can not well be a con- 
secutive narrative or recital, but 
rather a collection of incidents 
from the pages of memory— coming 
in changing, sometimes fantastic, 
figures — like the mirage of the 
desert. As they are either told by 
the old resident, or recalled by 
memories of the long ago, they, 
" largely, aoquire interest because of 
the links of attachment that bind 
them to the changed conditions of 
the present day, or because of our 
knowledge of the personages who 
were actors in the drama that is 
being reproduced. 

The fact that scenes in othor and 
distant lands are revived as part of 
the detached story of other days 
does not detract from the interest 
elicited. In tills line was the state- 
ment made, one day at Russell's 
Mills, in this county, to a citizen 
yet living, but then a boy, by An- 
derson Powers, a surviving soldier, 
concerning the demand made by 
the British, at the battle of New 
Orleans, for tho surrender of the 
American forces. Tho American 
troops lay behind their cotton 
breastworks, awaiting the onset, 
and the British were drawn up in 
battle array In great force. Powers 
stated that, Just before the crash of 
conflict began, an offlcei, with es- 
cort, beating a white flag, rode out 
from the British lines and made a 
verbal, out formal demand for sur- 
render. He said: '•You have no 
alternative but to yield— our forces 
outnumber yours— and we have 
Lord Coruwallis, and Lord Wel- 
lington," and other Lordi whom 
he named, "on our side." To this 
haughty summons, the American 
officer, in reply, Indignantly ex- 
claimed: "We care nothing for your 
Lords, for we have the Lord God 
Almighty, the Lord' Jesus Christ 
and General Jaoksou on our side, 
and we decline to surrender." 

The battle was fought and victory 
rested with the deadly aim of the 
squirrel rifles of the Western hunt- 
ers, who reserved their fire till, as 
ordered, they could see the whites 



of the eyes of the foe, and eaoh | 
picked his man, after the fashion 
of Indian warfare. 

There were stirring times in 
Frankfort, when the call for volun- 
teers was made, to go to the fields 
of Mexico. The heroic spirit was 
aroused, under the inspiration of 
patriotic impulse, and a desperate 
desire f r vengeance sent the hot 
blood surging through the veins, 
when the bloody story of the mas- 
sacre at the Alamo, where Crockett 
and Bowie fell, was recited with 
trembling lips at thousands of flre- 
des. 

Capt. Ben C. Milam had raised a 
company of cavalry, and marched 
to the rendezvous at Louisville, 
preparatory to embarking fur Mex- 
Of that company there are 
now only two living representatives 
Mr. Ben Vtterbaok, of this city, ! 
and Mr. John H. Reddish, of Orms- ' 
by, Oldham county. 

A company of cavalry was raised 
in Woodford county by Thos. F. 
Marshall, of which company Mr. 
John E. Miles, of this city, was a 
member. En route to Louisville 
this company of about one hundred 
men, marched down Main street, 
and were halted in front of the 
ansion House, which was then a 
ntel. They were drawn up in line 
nder the command, "By the re- 
time flank — form fours— on the 
ght into line— march." 
The tactics of the present day is 
a stranger to such commands, hav- 
ing been revised and reconstructed, 
both as to cavalry and infantry. 
Of Capt. Marshall's company only 
Ave men are now living. 

A young lad of sixteen, from near 
Shelbyville, applied to Capt. Milam 
to join his company. On account 
of his tender age and slight build, 
was at first refused, but, on hia 
lnslstance that he had his mother's 
consent, and his persistent request 
to be allowed to join, lie was finally 
epted. At the battle of Buena 
Ita, a h«n the regiment was or- 
od to charge the Mexican lan- 
cers, Capt. Milam ordered the lad 
to stay back and not enter the 
charge. "You are too light, and 
your horso is too light for the 
ohaige," he said. The boy began 
crying, and begged for permission 
to go with the others; said he had 
come all the way to Mexico to fight 
and didn't want to be considered a 



coward. He was allowed to go. 
The oharsre was a desperate one- 
hand to hand fighting — sword 
against lance — horse and rider 
mixed in one confused melee. 
After the battle, the lad was found 
dead on the field, with a Mexican 
lance piercing through his breast 
and transfixed to the ground. 

In this desperate battle Capt. 
Milam's life was saved by Hum- 
phrey Eva^s, of this city, who shot 
and killed, with his pistol, a Mex- 
ican whose lance was uplifted and 
ready to be plunited into Capt. 
Milam's side, whilst his attention 
was drawn elsewhere. 
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had companies, a i so em I. need com-

M. Clay; from Lexington, under |

under Capt. Jos. Shawhan, and] 
others from other counties. Clay J 
and Marshall were bitter enemle 
and a duel between them was na 
rowly averted at Camargo, Mexio 
Marshall, in drilling his men, I 
trenched upon Clay's ground. The 1 
latter came out of hs tent, with 
sword buckled on and pistol in 
hand, and entered him olf. Mar- 
shall obeyed, but sent Clay a chal- 
lenge to a duel, which was accepted, 
with tetms arranged to fight on 
horseback, with broadswords. 
Happily the matter was amicably 
arranged. 

It is also said that Marshall, with 
his company, was crossing a diiti- 
cult river, in a flat boat. Clay 1 
standing on the opposite bank to 
assist in the passage. The hank 
was precipitous and as the boat 
struck it with force, whilst swii 
log round, Marshall was thro 
into the river. Ho was quickly 
D tilled back into the boat, and \vl 
on his feet, he loudly exulainn

16th. The meetinp lasted all da; 
and a definite plan of campaign 
was determined up 

Amon^' other tilings which form 
part of the plans of the Com rota- 
tion, is an effort to determine as 
far as possible tlx- will of the lead 
ing citizens of the State in regard 
to the State Normal School propo- 
sition. To this end the Commission 
has mailed out 8, (XX) blank petition? 
to the 8.000 white school teachers 
asking that the people be inter- 
viewed. Over 7.000 of the 8,001 
tearin g have already placed them- 
selves on record many times here- 
tofore in the matter. 

The attitude of the press is es- 
pecially gratifying. Out of a 
lengthy list of editorial* last week 
there was only one thai «M not 
het&rtily in favor of State Normals. 

There was an article in a county 
paper last week by one who signed 
his name "An Ex-Teacher" thai 
gave vent to the following thought. 
He said: "(jive a prospective 
teacher a thorough training in all 
up-to-date State Normal School 
and then send him out to teach in 
the average country district and he 
will bocome disgusted with con- 
ditions, environments, and salary, 
and abandon the work at the end 
of the first six months experience. " 

Here is where the " Ex-Teacher" 
is clearly in error. The trained 
teacher knows how to do "common 
things uncommonly well," and 
hence his work is a constant de- 
light and fascination. He knows 
when conditions are wrong, and bo 
has the knowledge, training and 
heart-power to set to work and 
right them. It is one of the great- 
est functions of education to make 
the poor discontent with their pov- 
erty and to flie them with a zeal 
and determination to better their 
lot in life. It is possibly the great* 
est function of a State Normal 
School to give such training to its 
student teachers, and to fill them 
to oveiflowing with an inspiration 
that will enable them to meet the 
adverse conditions in the country 
and transform them. It was State 
8upt. O. B. Martin, of South Caro- 
lina, who said: "One intelligent, 
live and enthusiastic teacher can 
revolutionize a whole township, 
and build a monument that will 
endure as long as appreciative 
hearts and growing minds endure." 
Such a teacher will make condi- 
tions; he will create environment; 
he will command a salary. In the 
wake of his intelligent efforts will 
follow good schoolhouses, splendid 
equipment. beautiful school 
grounds, local taxation, longer 
terms, larger salaries, and a more 
healthful public sentiment in favor 
of better education and a higher 
citizenship. Such a teacher will 
practically solve the problem of 
compulsory education. He will 
draw the children to him. and 
secure the co-opciation of the 
patrons. 

Again this "Ex-Teacher" seems 
to infer that the child in tb« coun- 
try district is not entitled to a thor- 
oughly trained teacher. Why not? 
There is no reason why man should 
not supply there, in the heart of 
nature, schools that shall offeree 
good educational facilities as are 
to be found in town or city. With 
such schools, tbe cootrtry would be 
an ideal place for the education of 
men anil women. Without such 
schools, it is but a QUeetioil .if time 
when the best blood of the country 
will move to the tow-is and cities 
and leave in our rural districts only 
tbe poorest peasant, population, too 
ignorant to know the value and the 
blessing of an education, and too 
Indifferent to care to secure it for 
their offsprings. 

Now is (be time for all thought- 
ful people to me 
and earnestly. The Legislature 
will be injsession this winter. Are 
you content to know that Kentucky 
drags behind all the other States 
and Territories in this matter? Are 
you willing to longer deny to the 
country boys and girls the privilege 
of a trained teacher? Are you sat- 
isfied to know that hundreds of 
thousands of good, honest country 



folk aro unfavorably Inclined 
toward education for the simple 
reason that they have never had a 
trained loader, hut in place t u ereof. 
have generally had unskilled teach- 
ers and miserably poor schools? 
Do you not believe it is a part of 
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do. then it is your 
duty to be up and doing. Write to 
yOUI Senator and your Representa- 
tive, and tell them of your convic- 
tions. They will gladly give your 
opinion consideration. This is a 
government "of the people, for the 
people, and by the people." Then 
the people should express them- 
selves to the law makers.
